The freshman chapel program 
ast Tuesday consisted of a pro- 
gram of music by the Mary Wash- 
ington jazz orchestra. The pro- 
gram was introduced in an unus 
ual manner by Mr. weiss.

On Wednesday night, January 
25, in the auditorium, the Bullet 
Staff for the first time in history, 
sponsored a Convocation program. 
The speaker of the evening was 
Mr. R. Hill Fleet, member of the 
House of Delegates from Rich- 
mond and Lancaster counties. 

Mr. Fleet delivered an interest- 
ing and entertaining lecture on 
Virginia's Challenge. He told of our 
wealth of History and natural 
scenery, of our large tourist trade 
which brings into our state every 
year between one hundred twenty- 
five and one hundred fifty dollars, 
and of our substantial financial 
condition with less debt than any 
state in the union. In contrast with 
these high standards he gave 
alarming statistics showing our 
low standards in Education. His 
report on Virginia's educational 
status showed Virginia ranking 42 
of the 48 states in adequate finan- 
cial support for education, rank- 
ing 40 in expenditure per ci^d, 
and 36 in quality of rural schools. 
In coordination with our lack of 
educational facilities Mr. Hill gave 
statistics showing Virginia rank- 
ing 7 highest in murder, larceny, 
and burglary. He gave as reeson 
for these conditions, our low eco- 
nomic status, and our lack of edu- 
cational, recreational, and relig- 
ious facilities.
